Pkiimois BxpittiMENTS.— The New York 
Times says; "That the Kmpcrox of the French 
is a ruler of very large capacity will be gen- 
erally admitted; but the most capable of men 
liave often been known to overtask themselves, 
and break down from undertaking loo much. 
The first Xnpoleon is a ca*v lu point. He was 
quite competent to handle Austria alone, or 
any single l'ower of Kurcpe, besides keeping 
biruself firmly on the usurped throne of 
France. But when it came to regulating all 
Europe combined, the undertaking proved too 
onerous, and the greatest ruler of his 
was crushed on the field of Waterloo. Louis 
Napoleon, "for a man of destiny," has been 
singularly sagacious in avoiding the errors 
of his fatalist uncle. He has wielded with 
matchless policy the sceptre handed him 
by Fate. His success has been found hitherto 
in a rigid attention to the material wants of 
the people lie rules over, and a careful avoitl- 
tvneeofany cubiSitrjn uf the auibitijiu dx- 
signs which were supjosed to be the heritage 
of the Bonaparte dynasty. But it is a ques- 
tion now beginning to be agitated, whether 
Louis Napoleon has not outlived his strength — 
whether age or infirmity has not Undermined 
bis wisdom, and left him an exhausted mon- 
arch, to be numbered with the past Pow- 
ers of the world. It looks like it. He 
lias in his three latest great political 
moves committed extraordinary blunders. 
His first error was his resolution to Main mil- 
itary possession of Rouse, by which he makes 
a nation of twenty millions of people his en- 
emy. His serond was hU undertaking to 
regulate the nllair3 of Mexico, whereby he has 
got a foreign war on his hand3. His third, 
and most recent, is his endeavor to Knife the 
Towers of Knrope in a movement for interven- 
tion in the American rebellion. In Italy and 
Mexico, Louis Napoleon is now doing penance 
for neglecting to mind his own affairs. If he 
wishes to add to his already heavy load enough 
to crush him utterly, he has only to persevere, 
*nd attempt to take the V ailed States under 
his tutelage, as he now has Italy nnd Mexico. 
The First Natxjleon never had such an im]K)ssi- 
ble job on his hamU." 

WST-A despatch to the Boston Journal re- 
ports that in a conversation btlWcen Lieut. 
Gen. Scott and Maj. Gen. Banks, a few days 
ago in New York, the veteran told General 
lianks that he had watched his military ca- 
reer with great interest, and complimented 
him in earnest terms on what he had accom- 
plished. "You will not," Gen. Scott said, 
"expect me to ask your destination, nor is it 
necessary, tor I see that you h tve already in- 
formed your friends that you are going South. 
That was a clever a.iswer, General.'' Gen. 
Scott further said, "My infirmities cause me to 
long for a Southern climate, but I cannot find 
it nearer than Cuba, and 1 will not live tinder 
n foreign flag. Gen. Banks replied, "We 
hope, in a short time, General, that you may 
have n tranquil residence in any part of the 
South that you may desire to visit." 

MvRnRR or a Child.— A shocking murder 
of an interesting little girl by its mother ot- 
curred at Lebanon, Boone county, Ind., the 
other day. A widow lady with three child- 
ren arrived there from Illinois, some weeks 
eince, nnd went to live at the house tf 
her brother-in-law. One of the children, a 
sprightly and interesting little girl, eight years 
of age, was taken by one of the neighbors to 
raise. The mother showed a good deal of feel- 
ing at parting with the child. A few evenings 
ago the little girl came to see her mother anil 
to pas3 the night with her. In the morning 
the mother got up and came quietly into the 
family room and told those present she had 
killed her child; that she strangled it shortly 
after retiriug, nnd had slept all night with the 
corpse in her arms. The mark ; of the fingers 
on the throat of the child were plainly visible. 

Bfe&* There is much truth in the assertion of 
the New York Journal of Commerce that 
many maka a serious mistake in supposing 
that, when general trade is light, it is less prol- 
fitablc to advertise than during a prevalent 
rush of business. The experience which seems 
to confirm such an opinion has come from the 
attempt to limit the advertising by the trade. 
When business falls off throughout the mar- 
ket, those who take that opportunity to in- 
crease their advertising always secure, by this 
means, more than their ordinary proportion of 
the public patronage; while those who nre 
afraid that it will not pay arc left to suffer the 
consequent los3 through such neglect.

Mr. Field was formerly Attorney-General of 
the State and occupied n high position at the 
bar. His term of ullice will expire on the 
1th of March next, and sooner if the Legisla- 
ture of New Jersey see fit to elect. 

Trial of tiik Indian Mcklusrkhs.— From 
th" St. Paul Pioneer s letter from Camp Sib- 
ley, dated November "th, we select the fol- 
lowing incidents of the trial of the Indiana 
who were engaged in the recent massacres 
in Minnesota: 

Four hundred and ninety-eight cases have 
been dieposed of, so you can see the calendar 
of the commission was a formidable one. 

Th j business has been despatched with celer- 
ity, as many as lorty cases beiug tried per day 
in some instances. 

The prisoners were brought in, chained to- 
gether by the feet, in pairs, some cases eight 
at a time, and charges which were preferred 
by Geo. Sibley read to them through the in- 
terpreter, and then, after being exhorted to 
tell the truth, ami not equivocate, each was 
asked as to the extent of his participation in 
the outrages, and if Necessary witnesses were 
called against him. 

I should think that in at least two-thirds of 
the cases the prisoners admitted that they Bred, 
hut in most instances Insist that it a as only 
two or three shots, and that no one was killed. 
One day all the elderly men, who were in the 
vigor of manly strength, said their hair was 
too gray Id go into battle; and the young men, 
aged front eighteen to •wtirty-live, insisted 
that they were too young, and their hearts too 
weak lo face lire. The next day would de- 
velop Ihc fact that gieat was the num'ier and 
terrible tho condition of those who were 
» rithing in agony, with the bellyache, on the 
top of a big hill. 

A small army avowed that they had crept 
under a wonderfully i a lacious stone at the 
hattles of the fori, and did not emerge there- 
from dining the fight — xnd a sufficiency for 
two small armies stoutly called on the tireat 
Spirit ( Wftkan-tonkal and the heavens and th" 
earth (palling the hitler emphatically with the 
hand I, to witness that they were of a temper- 
ament so phlegmatic, a disposition so unsocial, 
and an appetite so voracious and greedy, that, 
during the roar of each of the battles at the 
fort, New (Jim, Birt h Coolie, and Wood Lake, 
they were alone, within bullet shot, roasting 
ami eating corn nnd beef all day. A fiery- 
looking warrior wished the commission to be- 
lieve that ho felt so bad at the fort, to sec the 
Indians tire on the whites, that he immediate- 
ly laid down there and went to sleep, and did 
not wake until the battle was over. Several 
of the worst characters, who had been in all 
Hie battles, after they hail Confessed the whole 
thing, wound dp by saying that they were 
ttemcers of ths church. 

It was proved ou an old cut-no=ed Indian, 
that, on the occasion, he had shot a white 
man, and butchered with his knife eleven 
women and four childi en, and ou another, 
that he had killed nineteen. 

An old man, shrivelled to a mummy, one of 
the criers on the Indian camp, was tried, and 
two little boys testified against him. 

One of them, a German, and remarkably 
intelligent for his years, picked him out from 
many others at Camp Release, and had him 
arrested, and dogged him till he was placed in 
jail, anil when he was led forth to he tried, 
watched with the eyeandfierceuessol'ahawk, 
ind as if he feared every instant he would es- 
cape .justice. 

These hoys belonged to a lartre party, who 
came from above Beaver creek to within a 
few miles of the fort, whom the Indians met 
there, and told them if they would go back 
with them to where they came from and give 
up their teams, they should not be haim d. 
\\ hen they got some distance from them they 
fired into them and killed one man and a num- 
ber of women, takintr t'.ie remainder prisoners 
with the Children. The old wretch was made 
to ;taiul up, looking cold and impassible, 
and as stolid as a sloue, the boys lil. ewise 
standing, | laced opposite, gazing at each 
other for a moment, when one of the boys 
saitl: "I saw that man sboet » nlati while 
he was on bis knees fit prayer, ' and the other 
boy ?aid: "f saw him snoot my mother." 

There was a subject for a painter. The be- 
hold* rs could scarcely keep their hands from 
tli'e throat of the mummy. 

Another was recognized by Mrs. Hunter as 
the Indian n ho had shut her husband, and 
theu look out his knife and offered lo cut hi.; 
throat in her presence, but finally desisted, 
and carried her away in captivity. 

The female sex was represented in the per- 
son of one squaw, who, it was charged, nail 
killed two children. The only evidence to be 
obtained againt her was camp rumor to that 
effect among the Indians, so she was dis- 
charged. 

All ages have been represented from boyish 
fifteen up to old Men, scarcely able to walk or 
speak, i> ho were "fifty years old.'' to use the 
expression of one, "a long time ago, and then 
they stopped counting. Two of these old 
gentlemen were once brought in together, 
who were direct opjiositcs in physiognomy — 
the fice of one running all to nose, wnlrh ter- 
minated sharply, giving him the pol uteri ex- 
pression, while that of the other w as perfectly 
flat, and alwut two feet broad, and fully illus- 
trated (what ! always considered as a fable) 
the tact of persons being in existence who 
couldil t open or shut their eyes anil mouths at 
the same moment. This speci men was appa- 
rently asleep the whole time, with his lower 
jaw down, and as closed eyes was his normal 
condition, he had to be punched up every two 
minutes, when the president of the commis- 
sion was interrogating him, as he wished to 
look in his eyes, so that his rat-trap was kept 
in continual motion, eyes and mouth alter- 
nately opening and shutting with a jerk. 

Another weazen faced, shaggy haired, lank 
specimen of many Winters, with green gog- 
ffles, looked more like the devil than anything 
human; I should have run from him in the 
night had he been a "good Indian" in time of 
peace, in a reasonable probability I hat he was 
Satanic — horns and a tail were all that were 
necessary to make the personification. 

The prisoners were generally cold and un- 
Impassibned, and strange to say, many aver- 
red that they shot from a long distance in the 
lights, would acknowledge that they were 
cowards — an uncommon admission for an In- 
dian to make. 

But the greatest institution of the commis- 
sion and the observed of all observers was the 
negro Godfrey. He w as the first tried. His 
reputation was damning. It was said that he 
had killed more than any Indian, and been the 
most brutal in atrocity among the brutal, and 
the bravest and foremost in battle, and had 
acquired the name of Otaclc (he that kills 
many) on account of the great number of his 
victims. 

These statements favored the natural preju- 
dices against his color to a white heart, anil he 
would have been lynched when we caught 
him with the Indians, at Camp Release, had 
the soldiers been permitted to act as citizens 
would have acted. When brought before the 
coihmission. he frankly admitted being at the 
battles of New Ulm and the fort, and firing, 
and nlso that he was called 0-ta-cle by the 
Sioux; but said that he was forced to go with 
the Indians or be killed, and that when he 
tire, I he did not lire so as to kill anybody; 
that, a8 to his name, the Indians gave that 
name to any person, who enters first into a 
house where many nre killed, or who touches 
one of the number (which is the truth), and 
that he got the name in this way. The 
Indians on their way to New I'lm came to his 
house on the road from the fort, and forced 
him to accompany them; that when they came 
near a house they made him enter the house 
first; that he saw there an old man at break- 
fast with his family, whom he only struck on 
the shoulder with* the back of his hatchet, 
then the Indians inarched in and killed them, 
and from that time they gave him this appel- 
lation. 

lie entered upon many other details, and 
with such an air of candor that those who 
heard him instead of retaining Ihcir feelings 
of detestation became prepossessed in his favor. 
It is not at all improbable libit ho maybe its 
guilty as the worst. It is rumored that there 
is older evidence against him at New Vim, 
but if there is none, imprisonment is severe 
enough in view of the great service he has 
rendereil the commission in their investiga- 
tion. He has been the means of bringing to 
justice a large number of the savages, in every 
instance but two, his testimony being substan- 
tiated by the subsequent admissions of the 
Indian himself. 

His observation and memory were remark- 
able. Not the least thing had escaped his 
eye. Such an Indian had a double barrelled 
gun, another a single barrelled, another a 
long one, another a short one, nnother a lance, 
ami another one nothing at all. t ine denied 
I hat he was at the fort. Godfrey saw him 
there preparing his sons for battle, and recol- 
lected that he painted the face of one red, and 
ttrew a streak of green over his eyes. Anoth- 
er denied that be hail made a certain state- 
ment lo Godfrey, which he testified to. 
''What,'' said Godfrey, "don't you recollect 
you said it when you "had your hand upon my 
wagon and your foot resting upon the wheel? 
To another, whom he charged with admitting 
that he had killed a child by striking it with 
his war spear over the head, and who denied 
it, "don't you remember of showing me the 
spear was broken, and saying that you had 
broken it in striking the child?" 

To another, who said he had a lame arm at 
New Ulm, and could at lire a gun, and who 
had such a bad gun that he could not have 
fired if te tledred, be replied: "You say you 
could not fire and had a bad.guu. Why don t 



you tell the Court the trouble. 1 saw you go 
to take the gun of an Indian who was killed, 
and fire two shots; and then you borrowed 
mine and shot with it; and then you made 
me reload it, and then you fired again." 

I might enumerate numberless instances of 
this kind, in which his assumed recollection 
would cause his truthfulness to be doubted if 
he had not been fully substantiated. It was a 
study to watch him, as he sat in Court, scan- 
ning the face of every culprit who came in, 
with the eye of a cat about to spring, lie is a 
providence, specially designated as an instru- 
ment of ju stice.

SvSiOl'SIS OF THE AnX'CAL REPORT 01* THE 

Com mission eii ok Pensions. — The annual re- 
port of Hon. Jos. II. Barrett, Commissioner of 
Pen-ions, has been submitted to the Secretary 
of the Interior. Among other statistics of the 
Pension Office which if gives are the follow- 
ing: 

Whole number of pensioners in the loyal 
States on the 30th of June, 8,f50. Annnai 
amount payable to these pensioners, $7'iJ,71 1. 
Total amount actually paid, including arrears 
and expenses of agencies, $782,161. 

In the disloyal Statc3, the whole number of 
pensioners is 2,073, calling for a vearly pay 
mcnt of $fG8,3bt. 

Army invalid pensions granted] during the 
year ending June 30,335; pensioners of the 
same class increased, .33; navy invalid pen 
sioos granted during the year, 78; widows 
applications for nary half pay granted during 
the year, 49; whole number of army invalid 
pensions in the loyal States at the close of the 
fiscal year, .',878; yearly amount required to 
pay these pensions, $310,026; revolutionary 
pensioners in the loyal States, with a total 
annual payment of $1,760; widows' applica- 
tions for revolutionary pensions granted dur- 
ing Ihc year. 25; whole number of pensions 
of this class, 1,850; estimate of delinquencies 
in pension funds in the rebel States: Alabama, 
$5,000; Arkansas, $3,600; Virginia $1,000: 
Tennessee $700; North Carolina, $.">0O; total, 
$10,800. 

Bounty land warrants issued during the 
year, 1,638, for an aggregate of 2,j07,8'JO acres 
bf land. 

It is believed that few meritorious claims for 
land, under any of the bounty laws, now re- 
main nn adjudicated. The whole number of 
acres granied for military and naval service 
since the adoption of the constitution, is 61,- 
801,862. Estimating these at the government 
price and adding the amount of cash in pen- 
sions, givc3 the total nmount paid pensioners 
since the formation of the government, one 
hundred and seventy-two millions nine hun- 
Ired and twenty thoufaud eight hundred and 
forty-eight dollars. 

I ntler the new pension act of last session 
the Commissioner re|H>rls business of his 
bureau largely increased. lie does not, how- 
ever.share in apprehensions of those who have 
feared that this new law would, in view of the 
present size of the army and navy, fasten an 
insupportable burden upon the country. He 
believes that the annual sum required to carry 
out the law will not exceed $7,000,000 for the 
next fiscal year. 

I'nder the new law, up to November 15, 
411 army invalid pensions had been applied 
for, of which 428 had been granted. Applica- 
tions of widows to the same date number 5,- 
161; of mothers, 001 ; of minor children, 203; 
and of sisters, 10. A few of these had been 
returned from indorsement at the Adjutant's 
office on November 1st, but 12"> had been 
granted. In the navy, under the same law, 
163 invalid applications had been made, of 
which 61 had already been granted; 115 
widows' applications, twenty of mothers, and 
three for minor children. A considerable per- 
centage of these applications will not be found 
allowable, and the applications run through a 
period of the eighteen mouths' hostilities. The 
Commissioner is of the opinion that of the 
large number of soldiers disc harged for disa- 
bility, but a small proportion will lie found so 
disabled as to entitle them^to pensions. 

The Commissioner reports the list of Pen- 
sion Examining Surgeons, thus far appoint- 
ed, as 154 in ail. He says this feature of the 
new law will be productive of great benefit, 
and that he has designed to make appoint- 
ments only where the convenience of appli- 
cants for pension seemed to require such 
office. Numerous attempted frauds have been 
detected during the year, by detailing clerks' 
to examine carefully. The Commissioner 
refers to the prevalent impression that there is 
great difficulty in the way of jtension claim- 
ants securing their just rights on account of 
perplexing and needless red tape, and in a 
ery clear and highly interesting statement, 
shows just what pension claimants have to do, 
and how simple the process of securing a just 
claim for a pension really is. 

He suggests a simplification of the process 
of paying pensioners and the propriety of 
designating jicasion magistrates throughout 
the country, in whom the Department could 
repose confidence, and to whom claimants 
could apply to execute the declarations and 
other necessary papers. 

The number of clerks now employed in the 
Bureau is believed to be sufficient to insure an 
execution of the pension laws that will make 
them as beneficent in their effect as they are 
in their desigus. 

The other reports nre coming in slowly. 
None ol the departments' report?, except that 
of the navy, will be submitted to the Presi- 
dent before Saturday. 

OllIIEK Ol' THE PllK.SIIJE.VT RESI'ECTINU CoK- 

kiscation.— The President has issued the fol- 
lowing order: 

ExBCrJnvs Mansion, Nov. 13, 1862. 
Ordered by the President of the l'nited 
States that the Attorney General be charged 
with the superintendence and direction of 
all proceedings to lie had under the act of 
Congress of 1 7th July, 1862, entitled "an act 
lo suppress insurrection, punish treason and 
rebellion, seize and eouliscatc the properly of 
rebels, nnd for other purposes.'' in so far as may 
concern the seizure, prosecution, and condem- 
nation of the estate, property, nnd effects of 
rebels and traitors, as mentioned and provided 
for in the fifth, sixth, and seventh sections 
of the said act of Congress. And the At- 
torney General is authorized and required 
to give to the Attorneys nnd Marshals such 
instructions and directions as he may find 
needful, and touching all such seizures, prose- 
cutions, and Condemnations ; aud, moreo- 
ver, to authorize all such Attorneys and 
MarshaD, whenever there may lie reasonable 
grountl to fear any forcible resistance to the 
act in the discbarge of their respective duties 
in this behalf, to call upon any militai v officer 
in command of the forces of the United States, 
to give them such aid, protection, and support, 
as may be necessary to enable them safely and 
efficiently to discharge their respective duties; 
ami all such commanding officers arc required 
promptly to obey such call, nnd to render the 
necessary service, as far as may he in their 
power, consistently with their other duties.

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Tbk Campaign in thk Socthh est. — The in- 
telligence from West Tennessee and from 
Mississippi is exciting, and we may expect it 
to Ire more so very soon. On Wednesday Oen. 
Sheiman fofi Uwqphil with his forces, and on 
1'riday Oen. Grant s army struck their tents 
Ht daylight aud marched off upon the Holly 
Springs road with seven days' ration? and but 
one tent to twenty men and only six wagons 
to a regiment. Without having any special 
knowledge upon the subject, we suppose that 
Gen. Sherman, who, we may be sure, is des 
fined tor some theatre where hard lighting is 
looked for. is to hear a pari in the great land and 
river expedition for the taking of Vicksburg 
and the opening of the Mississippi, while Gen. 
Grant, there can hardly be a doubt, is moving 
with the utmost energy upon Van Dorn's army 
wherever il may be, intending either to cap- 
ture, destroy, or disperse it, and then to hasten 
on to Vicksburg or to any other point where 
the services of his victorious cohorts may be 
needed. The rebels may perhaps give him 
buttle at Holly Springs or Jackson or else- 
where, but it seems evident that they cannot 
maintain themselves in that set tion, and that 
they are themselves aware of it. We are en- 
tirely confident, that, at the end of a very few 
weeks, all formidable rebel opposition will be 
at an end in Western Tennessee, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, Arkansas, aud Texas, and that the 
great river will be open to the nation's com- 
merce throughout its whole extent. 

And there are unmistakable signs of equally 
vigorous work in other quarters. Gen. Kose- 
crans and those whose business it is to co-op 
erate with him are putting forth the most pro- 
digious energies to get ready for striking a 
giant blow near Nashville or at any other 
point where Bragg may decide to make a 
stand. Iiosecrans is at present without rations 
or forage, and ho must have these before he 
can euter upon a march through a country ut- 
terly exhausted by the enemy, but all possible 
resources are put in requisition day and night 
lor the supply of his wants, and, at the earli. 
est practicable moment, he will 6trike like a 
thunderbolt. Of this we may rest assured. 

We will not here speak of the mighty events 
apparently about to take place at or near the 
Confederate Capital, and the terrible assaults 
noon to be made, with every prospect of sue 
cess, upon Charleston, Savannah, and Mobile 
Only a single month of the year 1862 remains 
but that litle month appears destined to bear 
with it into eternity a record of deeds and re 
eults that will make an important portion of 
earth's history. 

S^yCongross assembles to-day, and the 
President's message will bp looked for with 
great interest. We think that much appre 
hension is justly felt in regard to the action of 
both the Legislative and Executive Depart 
menu of the Government. The crisis that 
is upon us is full of direful perils, and we have 
reason to foar that the men at the capital arc 
not equal in virtue and patriotism and states- 
manship to the. t-imi demand Hun tne occa- 
sion is certain to make upon them. 

We ace not without appreueusion, that, i 
the President, consulting hi3 own good sense 
and yielding to the unequivocal expressions o 
the public will, shall see lit to decline issuing 
the second emancipation proclamation, such 
radicals as Sumner and Wade in the Senate 
and Love-joy and Stevens in the House will 
endeavor to withhold war-supplies from him 
in order to compel him to issue it. Tndotibt 
edly men like them, loudly as they vaun 
their patriotism, would rather force the Ad- 
ministration to give up the war and to bow 
humbly before the power and authority of 
the rebel Confederacy, than have hostilities 
prosecuted, no matter how successfully, with- 
out emancipation. Certainly any attempt on 
the part of members of Congress to carry out 
their abolition policy by arresting or threat- 
ening to arrest the wheels of war would be 
treason of the blackest dye, but there are men 
in that body, and, we fear, not a few, who, to 
accomplish their purposes, would not hesitate 
to commit treason of any dye and all dyes. 
We have no thought that they wiil be strong 
enough to carry out their pestilent views, but 
even an attempt to do bo will shock the peo- 
ple of tho country and provoke either slow or 
quick vengeance. 

It is unfortunate, that, the elections to Con- 
gress having recently taken place, most of the 
present members of that body will, as it were, 
be acting throughout the coming session with 
their heads off. They will speak and vote with 
the knowledge, that, speak and vote as they 
may, the duration of their public service will 
not be affected thereby. They will legislate 
without that senseof immediate responsibility 
to the people which it is always important that 
law-makers should feel. They will, it is to be 
apprehended, feel licensed, in their last and 
irresponsible official days, to give free indul- 
gence to their own fierce and reckless prejudi- 
ces and passions, little caring what injuries 
they may inflict upon a. nation that has 
already repudiated them. 

For these reasons, it seems to U3 an evil that 
members of Congress are elected so long be- 
fore they take their seats. We cannot but 
think that it would be well if such members of 
the present Congress as would be glad to con- 
tinue in public life were looking forward to a 
popular verdict to be rendered after the close 
of the session. If the elections, instead of 
having taken place already, were coming off 
next May, we believe that a considerable 
number of members would do a great deal 
better during the coming session than they 
are now likely to do. 



Fremont.— The Boston Post, in what seems 
a candid and judicious article upon Gen. Fre- 
mont, points out his prominent traits as it un- 
derstands them. It concludes that he has en- 
ergy of character which urges him to do with 
vehemence what he undertakes to do, that he 
has quiok decision, immediately canvassing 
and deciding whatever is presented to him for 
his judgment, and that he may have patriot- 
ism and sincerely desire the suppression of the 
rebellion; but, on the other hand, it says that 
his energy is fitted only for small enterprises, 
not being that calm, comprehensive executive 
nergy which enables one to move with di- 
rectness to the execution of a great plan, that 
his decision is always in hot blood, notspring- 
ing from a large intuition or a far-seeing rea- 
son, that his patriotism is ill-balanced and 
often subservient to his 3elfishnes.=. that he is 
extravagant, working for his cnd3 with the 
fury of the whirlwind and with about the 
same destruction, that he is ostentations, render- 
ing himself offensive to the good plain demo- 
cratic sense of Americans, that he is obstinate 
and disobedient, that he has no genius for 
war, that he is destitute of practical judgment, 
and finally that men call him dishonest and 
unprincipled and say that they can prove their 
charges. 

We think there is a good deal of justice in 
this summary of Fremont's qualities positive 
and negative. Some of the organs that ad- 
mire him appear to think that he will soon 
be appointed to a highly important military 
command, but we do not apprehend such an 
event. He was appointed in Missouri and 
removed for what the Administration deemed 
good cause; he was subsequently appointed in 
Virginia and again removed for what the Ad- 
ministration muit have considered an over- 
whelming reason; and, if the Administration 
should now appoint him to another high com 
mand, the nation would be astonished, and, 
we think, disgusted. He may have the con 
fidence of the radical politicians, but he has 
not the confidence of the country. lie has 
done nothing to entitle himself to it. 



Mr. Cyru3 Field has been speech-making 
at Manchester, and other large English towns, 
in favor of the new Atlantic Telegraph which 
it is proposed to lay, in order to connect ling 
land with her North American colonies, she 
and the Cmled States dividing the expense, 
aud both termini of the line being within 
British dominions. Surely Mr. Field is very 
poorly employed. I f he thinks that this court 
try will aid his projected enterprise, his brain 
must be badly out of order. Our people are 
not just now in such a pleasant mood at the 
contemplation of the insolence and tho out 
rageous injustice of England that they are 
likely to contribute funds to enable her to 
transmit despatches betweou herself and her 
colonies. 

Mr. Field Ulk3 of a promise, that, in the 
event of a war between the United States and 
Great Britain, the telegraphic intercommunica- 
tion shall not be interrupted. That's preposter 
ous. Iftherebe war,Orcat Britain will, so faras 
she can, do exactly whit 3he thinks it for her 
interest to do, promise or no promise. She 
keep3 no faith with 01 in peace, aud assuredly 
she will keep none in war. She encourages 
and promotes piracy upon our commerce now 
and certainly the confederate and abettor of 
pirates is none too good to be a pledge-break 
er. The violator of all the commandments of 
God will keep no faith with man. in war. 
she will, if she has a telegraphic line extend 
ing to Canada, use it for her owu immense 
benefit, and, if we should be green enough to 
6cek the use of it for any purposes of our own 
she would laugh ns to scorn. 

Besides, in a war with Great Britain we 
should have little or no occasion to inter 
change despatches with her people, though 
she would have abundant occasion to inter 
change despatches with her colonies. If sh 
wants a connection by telegraph with her Ca- 
nadian possessions, let her make it. Mr. 
Field's speeches in favor of its being made joint 
ly by her and us are a silly expenditure of 
breath. We will not help her to any elec- 
tricity until we can treat her to a thunderbolt 
that shall shiver her rotten and perfidious old 
governmnent into a thousand fragment)?. 

t&8~ During the possession of Danville by 
the rebels, a gentleman was called across the 
street by two young women, each with an 
infant in her nrms, whose husbands, havin 
been members of the home-guard which made 
the attack on the guerillas at Shelby's farm 
were refugees in this city. They inquire 
anxiously after the news and the state of af- 
fairs, and 6aid that their husbands were refu 
gees, and that they were helpless and depen 
dant. The gentleman showed them a copy o 
the terms upon which the Dictator, Colonel 
Grigsby, graciously permitted the home-guards 
to return— to wit: to deliver up their arni3 
and pledge themselves not to bear arms against 
the Southern Confederacy while within its 
lines; and intimated that these terms were not 
hard, anil that their husbands might accept 
them and return. 

Simultaneously, with eyes (lashing patriotic 
fire, and with most emphatic words, these young 
women, poor, friendless, and helpless, ex- 
claimed ; "We won't have our husbands return 
except with arms in their hands.'' And when 
the Union troops entered the town they at 
once raised the stars and stripes on their lowly 
dwelling, and there they proudly floated in 
the breeze when their husbands did return 
with arms in their hands. May God preserve 
their babes aud give them many others to be 
raised by such mothers to be the future defen- 
ders of their native State and country. 



NtwarArER Prices.— The New York Jour- 
nal of Commerce has increased its advertising 
pcices, or rather its charge to yearly advertisers 
will not include the subscription to the puper. 
t is the largest newspaper in the United 
States, and of course feels the increased cost 
of publication. It says the year drawing to a 
lose has been very trying to newspaper pro- 
rictors, although fewer presses have been sus- 
pended than in the year next previous. W hen 
the war broke out, some thoughtless persons 
remarked that it would be "a fortune to the 
wspapers;" but the result has shown that it 
has required greater sacrifices of them, with- 
out compensation, than of any other import- 
nt interest. It has increased the aggregate 
irculation of the most enterprising journals; 

t to a majority of the3e, such increase his 
brought no corresponding profit. Most of the 
leading papers depend upon advertising pat- 
ronage for their chief gain; but business of 
all kinds has been so interrupted that there 
ha3 not been sufficient competition in trade to 
nduce these appeals to the public. The result 
to many papers, which make no profit from 
subscribers, has been a net loss from increased 
circulation, with no opportunity to assess such 
loss upon the patron? of their advertising col- 
umns. To add to this difficulty, the cost of publi- 
cation has been enormously increased. The tax 
of three per cent on advertisements is a trifle, 
compared with the immense outlay for tele- 
graphic news, which has been caused by the 
war. But these increased expenses are now 
thrown in the shade by the extraordinary ad- 
vance in the cost of paper, ink, and other ma 
terials, to which must soon be added an in 
creased rate of wages. If the present flurry 
in the paper market were to be taken as an 
index of the future, we could safely assert that 
newspapers printed upon a fair white sheet 
would soon be a luxury too expensive for or- 
dinary readers. But we do not look for a 
continuation of these extreme high prices. 
The great advance in foreign exchange, and 
the lessened demand for raw material 
owing to the stoppage of many paper 
mills, partially cut off the importation 
of rags, and thus caused a rapid rise in prices. 
Hags have been very scarce at home, too, the 
difference between muslin shirting at six- 
pence per yard, which was the old price, and 
two shillings, which is now asked, having 
much to do with the deficiency. Tattered 
fabrics in a condition that would have con- 
signed them to the rag-bag two years ago are 
carefully repaired now that it costs so much to 
replace them. The supply, however, is ouly 
checked, not cut off, and the price will ca 
out all the available 6nrplus. Paper runs 
therefore recede again from the highest point 
and J n this there is hope for the reading pub 
lie. Still, it is evident that for some years to 
come the cost of a ncwspa|ier must greatly ex 
ceed the average of the past, and proprietors 
must take some step3 to enhance their re- 
ceipts.

g^-The Lexington Observer says (lint there 
is a wide-spread if not universal conviction 
among the slaves of that region that they arc 
to be free on the approaching of January. \Y 
have heard from Lexington gentlemen fat- 
strongly corroborating this statement. W 
know that the impression said lo be prevalent 
there prevails also to a certain extent here, but 
to what extent we ennnot say. We presume 
that nothing more serious is to be apprehended 
here than that some servants may run away 
and others prove refractory. In the country 
tbe evil may be greater. 

The plan suggested by tho Observer for 
adoption in Fayette as follows: 

Let twenty citizens be engaged as an armed 
patrol in each of the eight precincts of Favette 
county. Let ten of these patrol their precinct 
during the day and ten during the night. 
Let a captain in each precinct and a com- 
mander ot the whole be appointed. Let this 
force of one hundred and sixty armed and 
mounted men be employed for two months or 
any proper time, at fair wages, and be put on 
duty at the earliest possible moment. If they 
do their duty, even tolerably well, the fatal 
delusion of the slaves of the county can be 
corrected in ten days, and every evil effect of 
it prevented. 

A small comparative contribution by each 
slaveholder of the county for each of his 
slaves will produce ample means to carry the 
plan successfully through. Say 1(1,000 at fifty 
cents each will produce $5,000. Say lG'J men 
at i'2'y each per month, for one month (cover- 
ing January 1, 18G2), will require $1,223. 

As to the best mode of initiating and exe- 
cuting such a plan, let a county meeting im- 
mediately assemble and adopt thi3 or some 
other plan. Let a small executive committee, 
with full powers, be elected by the meeting 
and sit in pursuance till tho work is done.

7d¥. PuMt tlKBS TO THE CoLOItEU PEOPLE. — It 

is a well-known fact that an impression pre- 
vails to a considerable extent among the slave 
population in Kentucky that they will be free 
on the first of January, under the proclama- 
tion of the President of the United States. If 
this delusion is not speedily corrected, it will 
be likely to lead to disastrous results to the 
negroes, and we know of no better means for 
correcting the delusion than through the pulpits 
of the African churches. We, therefore, for 
the sake of the welfare of the negroes, sug- 
gest to their preachers throughout the State to 
earnestly, zealously, and energetically set 
themselves to work to correct the evil at once. 
Kentucky is not in any way included 
in the President's proclamation. That 
proclamation expressly refers to States or 
portions of States that are engaged in armed 
rebellion, and it distinctly states that any 
State or any portion even of a rebellious State, 
that shall be represented in the National Con- 
gress on the first day of January, will lie re- 
lieved from the operation of the proclamation. 
Evan New Orleans, rebellious as it has been, if 
it elects a member of Congress under General 
Butler's proclamation, will not be touched by 
the President's proclamation. The Presi- 
dent's proclamation will be applicable to 
Eastern Virginia, whkh will have no repre- 
sentative in Congress on the 1st of January, 
but it will have no application at all to 
Northwestern Virginia, which will have its 
complement of members of Congress. We, 
therefore, hope that the Rev. Mr. Adams, 
the Rev. Mr. Snethen, and all other preachers 
in the State, who have the pastoral care of 
African churches, will at once show by their 
acts that their duty is recognised und perform- 
ed. If the Apostle Paul could tell those mem- 
bers of the Corinthian church, who were "call- 
ed into Christianity" while they Tverc slaves, 
not to accept freedom even if it were offered 
to them, those who are subalterns of Paul may 
feel secure in walking in his path. 

Citizen Shot and Killed by a Soldier. 
Hiram M. Kinman, an old citizen of Portland, 
was shot and killed on Saturday evening. As 
the guard, under command of Capt. Tapp, were 
passing through the streets of Portland with a 
number of rebel troops in custody, shouts for 
Jeff Davis were heard, and it was discovered 
that they emanated from Mr. Kinman. He was 
at once taken charge of by the guard, and 
commanded to stand in the ranks. He refused, 
however, to obey the order, and left the ranks 
more than once. He wag finally tired upon by 
a member of the guard and instantly killed. 
The deceased, who leaves a family in this city, 
had been in the rebel army, and was on parole. 
The guard who did the shooting was placed 
under arrest, and will have an examination.

Harlan's brigade at that place were expecting 
to be attacked the next morning by Morgan 
and Forrest's cavalry, and Roger Hanson's 
brigade of infantry, a part of Breckinridge's 
force now said to be at Murfreesboro'. Gen. 
Fry ordered Col. Harlan with the rest of his 
brigade immediately to their support. They 
left their camp near this place aliout 10 o'clock 
that night, marching all night and arriving, 
as I understand, at Hartsville nbout 7 o'clock 
Wednesday morning, but to find, to the utter 
disappointment of both officers and privates, 
Hartsville quietwith noserious apprehension of 
nn attack from any source. In accordance 
with previous instructions from headquarters, 
1 learn that Col. Harlan on Thursday morn- 
ing, being satisfied that Hartsville was not 
likely to be attacked, left his regiments ( 10th 
Indiana and luth Kentucky) and Capt. South- 
wick s battery of his brigade at that place, 
and fell back with the 4th Kentucky ana 74th 
Indiana to the Castillian Spring, eight miles 
from this place, about half the distance be- 
tween this place and Hartsville, where he now 
has his headquarters. The 11th Ohio regi- 
ment of his brigade is performing provost duty 
in Gallatin, that noble and generous-hearted 
officer, Col. Geo. P. Este, being Provost Mar- 
shal. The expedition to Hartsville proved as 
fruitless as numerous other expeditions on 
which the 2d brigade has lieen sent. 

You are no doubt nware that General Speed 
S. Fry, that gallant soldier and amiable gen- 
tleman, the hero of .Mill Spring, is now com- 
manding the 1st division, formerly command- 
ed by the chivalric Thomas. General Thomas 
has command of his old division, with four 
others, denominated the "Centre Corps" of 
General Rosecrans's army. Colonel John M. 
Harlan is commanding General Fry's old 
brigade. The Colonel has announced the fol- 
lowing officers as comprising his staff: Lieut.

Some thought the 
firing was at Hartsville, and others thought it 
to be in the direction of Scottsville, Ky., which 
is the most reasonable supposition. I think it 
is very probable that some of Gen. Dumont's 
forces may have been ottocked by some guer- 
illas in our rear. We will probably hear to- 
day where it occurred. t )LD K KNTl'CK.

Jackson Going to Fredericksburg. 
Gen. Buruside Visits Washington. 
Affairs iu the Southwest Country. 

Caibo, Nov. 23. 

The jrrancl army of the South is in motion 
l»en Sherman, with his forces, left Memphis 
on Wednesday. Gen. Grant's army struck 
their tents at daylight yesterday, and marched 
oft on the Holly Springs road. Seven days' 
rations were prepared, and only one tent al- 
lowed to each twenty men, one to the officers 
of each company, and six wagons to each retr 
iment. B 

The rebels are falling back on Grenada, 
tearing up the track, carrying off the rails, 
and burning bridges as they retire. It is re- 
ported that they are even moving heavier val- 
uables from Jackson, Miss. Prisoners confess 
to the utter hopelessness of their cause in the 
« est. 

New York, Nov. 29. 

The steamer Cambria has arrived from New 
Orleans. 2nth. 

Captain Franks, ot the Twelfth Connecticut 
regiment, has been dismissed, having been 
convicted by court-martial for having received 
bribes. 

There were still gome cases of yellow fever 
at Houston on the 3d. but the disease was not 
an epidemic. The fever still prevailed at Mata- 
gorda, Indianola, and Lavaca, with deaths 
there, from each one to the 31st ult. 

As the steamer Dan was towing a gunboat 
from Sabine Pass she was assailed by a volley 
from the rebel troops concealed in a mill. The 
mill was destroyed, as also a few residences by 
the United States forces. 

A powerful squadron was concentrating in 
the Mississippi. There were already more 
vessels than at any time Eince its capture. A 
large number of river boats have been armed. 

There is great activity in military circles 
preparatory to offensive movements. A gen- 
eral inspection of arms and men was about to 
take place. 

Guerillas infested the river hanks above and 
below. No vessel nnless well armed leaves 
the city. 

General Butler is about to place overseers on 
confiscated plantations to save the cotton and 
sugar. 

The new cotton crop is coming in quite 
freely. 

Gen. Butler has permitted the resumption of 
the publication of thcNational Advocate after 
explanations from Jacob Barker that he had 
no intention to aid the rebels. 

New Youk, Nov. 29. 
The army correspondent of the Philadelphia 
Inquirer, writing from Acquia Creek, says 
daily, hourly, in fact momentarily, we expect 
to bear the first gun fired that will inaugurate 
the first grand battle of this campaign, for itis 
in that direction that almost the entire rebel 
army is concentrated, one hundred thousand 
strong, and also the three grand divisions 
which are to make up the grand army of the 
Potomac. 

A despatch to the Philadelphia Press last 
night says that General Buruside'sarmy would 
soon move, and that wc are on the eve of one 
of the greatest battles ot modern. 

'Special to tho New York Post.', 

Wahuinuton, Not. 29. 
It is understood that the annual report of 
the Secretary of the Treasury is complete, and 
will probably be laid before Congress on Mon- 
day. The army and navy reports will not be 
ready for delivery on Monday. The reports 
of the Secretary of the Interior and the Post- 
master-General are ready. The President's 
Message was read to the Cabinet yesterday, 
but will not be closed until Sunday night. 
The President will withhold his signature till 
the last moment, in order to avail himself of 
any information that might be received. The 
Message will go to Congress at noon on Mon- 
day, and immediately after the reading shall 
have commenced, the document will be sent 
off by telegraph.

cavalry in General Averill's brigade, near 
Hartford, capturing nearly the entire two com- 
panies. The reads are improving and supplies 
are coming in freely from the lauding. 

Wasiiisgto.v, Nov. 29. 
Major-Geneml Hurnside arrived here last 
night, aud spant this evening principally In 
consultation with President Lincoln and Gen. 
Hallt i k. He has already returned to his head- 
quarters. 

lt is supposad that Stonewall Jackson was 
to-day at Culpepper, designing to move thence 
to Fredericksburg. 

The demands upon the Treasury, outstand- 
ing, are less lhan $140,000,000. These, it is 
thought, will be absorbed in revenue payments 
by the 1st of February. 

Memliers of Congress have already become 
numerous. The larger number, however, will 
arrive to-morrow and Monday morning.

The Skirmish Near Laveroxi*, Tlnx.— The 
Nashville Union of the 20th gives the follow- 
ing details as to the late skirmish near La- 
vergne, Tenn : 

Col. Kirk, of the 40th Illinois, commanding 
Fifth Brigade, of Gen. Sill's division, made a 
reconnoissance on Thursday toward Lavergne 
with two companies of the 3d Indiana cavalry 
and that portion of his brigade not on picket 
duty. He came upon the rebel outposts of 
cavalry three quarters of a mile beyond 
Scourgesville. The rebels fired a few rounds 
and lied until they fell in with their oilier out- 
posts on the right and left of the road, when 
they made a stand at a church three-fourths of 
a mile beyond. Here they discharged several 
rounds al our advance, slightly wounding 
Lieutenant-Colonel Hurd of the 30th In- 
li.-tna, who was bravely leading his men. 
This regiment, under lead of Colonel Dodge, 
quickly drove the guerillas from their posi- 
tion, who retreated until they reached their 
nrlillcry, which was planted on the hill. 
They fired a few rounds and continued re- 
treating. Our troops chased them some two 
miles beyond Lavergne, when the reltels fled 
so fast that they soon became invisible. Sev- 
eral of the rebels were killed and wounded, a 
number of them being seen to fall. They 
were carried olf by their ("fiends. We had ten 
privates wounded; none killed. A guerillas, 
who was captured, states that Gen. Wheeler 
who whs In command was wounded. The 
rebels bad a twelve pounder, a six pounder 
smooth bore, six pounder rifled and a l'arrot 
gun. There is said to be a rebel brigade five 
miles beyond Lavergne.

THE SCOTT AS1> Bl'OH AN AN CONTROVERSY. 
To the Editors of the National Inlelli-jcattr : 

With a few remarks I shall close the con- 
troversy with General Scott, into which I have 
been most reluctantly foroeij by his voluntary 
and unexpected attack. This has, neverthe- 
less afl'oriied me an opportunity ol rorrcrtinr; 
manv unfounded ie|K>rtst which I had lonj; 
home in patience and silence. In my answer, 
I have already furni.-hed clear and distinct re- 
sponses to all the allegations of Gen. Scott; 
and lu his rejoinder he has not called in ques- 
tion any of my statements, with a single ex- 
ception. Which of us is emmet in this partic- 
ular depend! upon the question whether his 
recollection of an event which occurred more 
than eighteen months ago, or the statement of 
Mr. Holt, reduced to writing on the very dnv, 
la entitled to the greater credit. 

The General, in the introduction to his re- 
joinder. n*,ign; man excuse for the rritici.-m 
on mv ptsMIt conduct that this was merely in- 
cidental to his alleged official report 10 Presi- 
dent Lincoln on the condition ot our formica- 
tions, and was not primarily intended for my- 
self. From this statement one would conclude 
that he had made such a report. 

But where is this to be found t For if he 
refers to the Intelligencer ot the Lilst of Octo- 
ber — |>ut there I discover nothing but his letter 
of (bur points to Mr. Seward, dated on the 3d 
,.| M.ircb, )«ol, advising the incoming Presi- 
dent how to guide his administration in the 
: i. •■ of the threatening dangers to 'he country. 

lu the single introductory sentence to this 
letter he harelv refers to his "printed views 
idated in October, 18ii'>l, which had been long 
before the public; but it contains nothing like 
an official report on the condition of the for- 
tifications. 

Whether the introduction of this letter to 
the public, without the consent or President 
Lincoln, by one ot the General's friends, in a 
political speech during a highly excited guber- 
>ia'oi >h 1 cam ii .... had influenced him to prepare 
hib criticism on my conduct, it is not tor mo 
lo detenuiue. 

At what period did General Scott obtain the 
six hundred recruit; to which he refers in his 
rejoinder 7 This vyus- certainly after the date 
of his "views ' on the 30th of October, 1800, 
because in these he slates emphatically that 
tho forces then at his command were "in all 
live companies only within reach to garrison 
or reinforce the (nine) forts mentioned in his 
i views. -r . 

Did he obtain these recruits in November? 
If so, had he visited Washington or w ritten 
ii nd explained to me in what manner this mil- 
itary operation could be accomplished by the 
four hundred men in the live companies and 
the six hundred recruits, I should have given 
liU representations all the consideration emi- 
nently due to his high military reputation. 

But ho informs us he did not arrive in 
Washington until the 12th of December. Jlis 
becond recommendation to garrison theso forts 
must bice, been made, according to his own 
statement, on the Kith, loth, 28th, or :10th of 
December, ot on more than one of these days. 

At this period the aspect of affairs had 
greatl y ctelii ged from what it was in October. 
Congress was now in session, and our relations 
with the seceding cotton Slates had been 
placed •before them by the President's message. 
Proceedings had been instituted by that body 
with a view to a compromise of the dangerous 
questions between the North and the South; 
and the highest hopes and wannest aspirations 
were then entertained for their success. 

Under these circumstances it was the Presi- 
dent's duty to take a broad view of the condi- 
tion of the whole country, in all its relations, 
civil, industrial, and commercial, as well as 
military, giving to each iLs appropriate in- 
fluence. 

It was only from such a combination that 
he could frame a policy calculated to preserve 
the peace and to consolidate the strength of 
the Union. Isolated recommendations pro- 
ceeding from one department without, weigh- 
ing well their effect upon the general policy, 
ought to he ndopted with extreme caution. 

But it seems from the rejoinder, that Secre- 
tary Floyd, at Richmond, had claimed the 
honor of defeating Gen. Scott's "plans and 
solicitations respecting the forts." "It being 
there," says the General, "universally admit- 
ted that but for that victory over me there 
could have been no rebellion.'' 

This is, in plain English, that the seccssion- 
t its of the Cotton States, who have since 
brought into the lield hundreds of thousands 
of undoubtedly brave soldiers, would have 
abandoned in terror their unlawful and rebel- 
lious designs had Gen. Scott distributed among 
their numerous forts four hundred and eighty 
men in October or one thousand men in De- 
cember! This requires no comment. 

I have never been able to obtain a copy of 
the speech of Mr. Floyd, at Richmond, to 
which I presume Gen." Scott refers; but I 
learned, both at the time ami since, from gen- 
tlemen ol" high respectability, that iu this 
same speech he denounced me most bitterly 
for my determination to stand by and sustain 
the Union with all the power I possessed un- 
der the Constitution and the laws. 

And hero permit me to remtik that it is due 
to General Scott as well as to myself to deny 
that there is any portion of my answer which 
justifies the allegation that "the ex-President 
sneers at my weak deviet (the words 'weak 
devica,' being marked as a quotation) for sav- 
ing the forts." This mistake I must attribute 
to his "accidental visitor." 

And in this connection I emphatically de- 
clare that the General, neither before nor nfter 
'he publication of his "views in the National 
Intelligencer of the 18th January, 1861, with- 
out my consent, assigned any reason to ine for 
miking this publication, or "ever even alluded 
to the subject, lit this I cannot be mistaken, 
from the deep impression which the occurrence 
made upon my memory, for tho reasons al- 
ready mentioned in my answer. 

I should have nothiugmorc to add h:id Gen. 
Scott, in his rejoinder, conlined himself to the 
topics embraced in his original letter. He has 
extended them, and now for the first time, 
and in n sarcastic and no kindly spirit, refers 
to the alleged stealing of public arms by Sec- 
retary Floyd, and their transportation to the 
South in anticipation of the rebellion. 

The most conclusive answer to this allega- 
tion is that, notwithstanding the lioasting of 
Mr. Floyd at Richmond, evidently with a view 
of conciliating his new allie3, "cited by the 
General as his authority, no' public »rni3 were 
ever Ftolen. 

This fact is established by fhc report of the 
Committee on Military Affairs of the House 
of Representatives, now before me, made by 
Mr. Stanton, of Ohio, their Chairman, on the 
18th of February, 1861,and to be found in the 
second volume of the Reports of Committees 
of the House for the session of 1800- 01. This 
report and the testimony before the Commit- 
tee establish : 

1. That the Southern States received in 1800 
less instead of more than the quota of arms to 
which they were entitled by law. nnd that 
three of them— North Carolina, Mississippi, 
and Kentucky— received no arms whatever, 
and this simply because they did not a3k for 
them. 

Well may Mr. Stanton have said in the 
Ilou3e "that there are a good deal of rumors 
and speculations and misapprehension as to 
the true state of facts iu regard to this mat- 
ter." 

2. Secretary Floyd, under suspicious cir- 
cumstances, on the 22d December, 1800, and 
but a few days before he left the Department, 
had, without the knowledge of the President, 
ordered one hundred and thirteen (U3)colum- 
biads and ( 11 ) tuirty-two pounders to be trans- 
lated from Pittsburg to Ship Island and Gal- 
veston, in Mississipi and Texas. 

This fact was brought to the knowledge of 
the President by a communication from Pitts- 
burg; and Secretary Holt immediately there- 
after countermanded the order of his predeces- 
sor, and the cannon wore never sent. 

The promptitude with which we acted 
elicited a vote of thanks, dated on the 4th of 
January, 1861, from the Select and Common 
Councils of that city "to the President, tho 
Attorney-General, aud the acting Secretary of 
War," (Mr. Holt.) 

After this statement how shall we account 
for the explicit declaration of General Scott 
that, "accidentally hearing early in March that 
under this posthumous order (that of Sir. Floyd 
on the 22d December) the shipment of these 
guns had commenced, 1 communicated the 
tact to Secretary Holt, (acting for Secretary 
Cameron), justiu time to defeat the robbery 7" 

And this is the same Secretary Holt who 
bad countermanded "the posthumous order" in 
the previous December. And, strange to say, 
these guns, but tor the alleged interposition of 
General Scott, were about to be sent so late as 
March, from the loyal States, into those over 
which Jefferson Davis had then for some time 
presided ! 

Had Gen. Scott reflected for a moment ho 
could not have fallen into this blunder. It is 
quite manifest he was "without a printed doc- 
ument and my (his) own official papere." 

3. The Government had on hand in the year 
18j<), about 500,000 old muskets which had 
been condemned "as unsuitable for public ser- 
vice," under the act of 3d of March, 1825. 
They were of such a character that, althoich 
offered both at public and private sale for $2 50 
each, purchasers could not be obtained ut that

On the 30th of Novemlier, 1853, Secretary 
Floyd ordered about one-fifth of the whole 
number (105,000) to be sent from the Spring- 
field Armory, where they had accumulated, to 
five Southern arsenals, "in proportion to their 
respective means of proper storage." 

This order was carried into effect hv the 
Ordinance Bureau in the usual course of ad- 
ministration and without, reference to the 
President. It is but justice to say that from 
the testimony before the committee there is 
no reason to susjieet that Secretary Floyd is- 
sued this order from any sinister motive. Its 
date wiis months before Mr. Lincoln's nomina- 
tion for the Presidency, ami nearly a year be- 
fore his election, and whilst the Secretary was 
Btill an avowed opponent of secession. 
> Indeed tie. testimony of Col. Craig and 
Capt. Maynadier, of the Ordinance, before the 
committee, is wholly inconsistent with any 
'yr^orior; 



with all their implements and ammunition. 

This is the first time I have heard— certainly 
there wa3 nothing of the kind before the com- 
mittee— that ammunition wus sent with these 
condemned and inferior arms to their placos of 
storage— just as though they had not been in- 
tended for sale but for immediate use in the 
field. The truth is that it is impossible to steal 
arms aud transjiort them from one depository 
to another without the knowledge and active 
participation of the officers of tbo Ordnance 
Bureau both in Washington and at these de- 
positories. , 

It may be observed that Col. Craig, the head 
of the Bureau, at this period was as correct an 
officer and as loyal and as honest a man as ex- 
ists in the country.

— The Star of the East, 
ol" the 25lh of October, states that the de- 
thronement of the King and Queeu of Greece 
was proclaimed in Athens at the head of the 
army and in presence of the populace on 
Wednesday, the 22d inst., at 11 o'clock at 
night. It was given out at the same time 
that the National Assembly w ould he con- 
vened immediately to reorganize the govern- 
ment and make choice of a sovereign. 

The next day, at A. M., the provisional 
government assembled at the I'niversity aud 
took 'he oath of office. 

On the following day, or Friday (in the 
words of that paper), "the tyrant and bloody 
Otho and his hateful and detested wife Amelie 
left the national vessel, and went on board the 
liritish war steamer Scylla, weeping and wail- 
ing like children. At nine o'clock in the even- 
ing they got off for Trie t : sale und sound. 
Quiet aud order prevailed everywhere. Joy 
and rejoicing reign throughout the land. Long 
live Greece! ' 

In the previous paper we read: "Their Ma- 
jesties sailed the fore part of this week, iu the 
steamer Amelie, for the I'eloponnefus, and 
some of tho islands. Before their departure 
they purchased, it is said, some sacred utensils 
and various other articles to distribute to the 
churches and to the poor of the districts where 
they would debark. 

The ET.me paper has the following: "While 
the government of the United States, with 
Mr. Lincoln at their head, arc fullv occupied 
wilh the great contest for liberty, "the success 
or which insures the abolition of slavery, and 
so strikes mortally the aristocracy of our age, 
it has not, nevertheless, forgotten Greece 
small indeed though it be, yet beloved bv all.

Henry T. Blow, jr., representative elect to 
the next Congress, from the Socoud St. Louis 
District, hnn been asked to run as the emanci- 
pation candidate in Blair's place, but declines 
fjr private reasons. 

Genkrai. Scmneb's HKAiior autkiis, 1 
Friday, Nov. 28. j 

The ladies from the North who lure visiting 
friends in Fredericksburg came over the riter 
yesterday under a flag of truce. After remain- 
tag near headquarters all night under guard, 
and receiving afull examination of theirrases, 
tbey were this morning given passes to Wash- 
ington. They represent the feeling in Frede- 
ricksburg to be ol the most hostile character. 
The ladie3 especially arc bitter and malignant 
beyond expression. I'pou the approach of the 
National army they organized meetings, and 
amiointcd a committee, who were instructed to 
visit the rebel commanding General, and im- 
plore him upon their knees, if necessary, not 
to surrender the city. They preferred having 
their dwellings burned to the ground, to 
having them again occupied by Northern 
troops. 

The rebel force onw opposed to Burnside 
they represent to be very large, and say that 
Gen. Bragg has, beyond doubt, united his ar- 
my with that of Lee. They state, also, that 
Jackson will remain in the rear nnd continue 
to menace Washington during the winter. 

More intrenchinents on the heights of Fred- 
ericksburg have la;cn brought to light to-day 
by the signal corps. The entire number which 
can now be seen, with the aid of the best 
glasses, is uearly filly; many of them, how- 
ever, are qOito small nnd protect but one gun. 

Washington, Nov. 28. 
We learn from the Times' special correspon- 
dent that an important reconnoissance, which 
left Falmouth on the 2<Jth toward Port t'on- 
way, returned yesterday, having acquired val- 
uable information. The enemy appeared in 
great force near Fredericksburg, evidently de- 
termined to desperately dispute the passage of 
the national army. Great amounts of con- 
traband property and army supplies are being 
constantly sent to Richmond. 

Forthess Monroe, Nov. 27. 

On Saturday an expedition left Yorktown, 
consisting of four gunboats nnd all of the lllh 
Maine. They returned yesterday, after hav- 
ing scouted ten miles beyond Jack Bay, where 
they destroyed an extensive and valuable salt 
works. 

Last Tuesday, our pickets near Williamsburg 
captured eightrebcls, who were sent to Fortress 
Monroe. 

Newrekx, Nov. 21. 
On Tuesday some 4,00u rebels under Gen. 
Morton attempted to drive in our pickets and 
take the city. They then advanced on the 
Trent road from Poolesville, and succeeded in 
driving the pickets, after a brief skirmish, a 
short distance. About 4uo rebels marched 
through the woods about seveu miles to cap- 
ture two companies of the 27th Massachusetts 
aud one company of the 24th Massachusetts, 
stationed at Bachelor's creek, ou the railroad. 
The rebels got a warm reception and were de- 
feated, falling back iu disorder and retreating 
on the double quick. The rebels thought to 
take our forces unawares, but Col. John Kurtz, 
of the 2.'Sd Massachusetts, the Provost Marshal 
in command of the post, was posted at every 
point. Despatches from the rebel army are 
quite numerous, 15 came in on the l'Jth inst. 

New York, Nov. 29. 
The Herald ba3 the following special: 
CharUstown, Va.. Aot>. 27. — I have just 
learned additional parliculars of the successful 
scout made by the 2d Virgiuia cavalry, under 
Col. J. C. Puxton, in the vicinity ot Lewis- 
Imrg. The troops left (/'amp Piatt, ten miles 
from here, on Monday Inst, the 21th. From 
that time they marched 210 miles in 70 hours, 
passing over in the route four spurs of the 
Gauley Mountains. I'art of the march was 
through a pelting unow storm. 

Col. Paxton came upon the enemy in fhe 
vicinity of Frankfort, attacked tbem with 
vigor an 1 after a short light defeated him, cap- 
turing two commissionedollicers and privates, 
LOO horses, between two and three thousand 
stand of nrms, burned his camp and all his 
equipage, also all his stores and four wagons. 
Col. Puxton did not lose a man. Maj. Powell 
particularly distinguished himself. 

New York, Nov. 29. 
A Washington despatch says Secretary 
Seward looks upou the proposed mediation of 
the French Government as an act of a friendiy 
|iower, simply to secure au interview between 
the belligcreuts without prejudice to what 
tbey may do afterwards, and that to prevent a 
continuance of the war, or exercise the least 
pressure on either party directly or indirectly, 
is in no manner expressed or hinted at in the 
document. 

The President's message will make between 
four and five columns. 

There is reason to lielieve that Gen. Grant's 
recent order providing for the purchnse and 
sale of cotton tor the benefit of the Govern- 
ment foreshadows the policy of the Adminis- 
tration on that subject. 

A despatch from Sigel's headquarters, says 
that Jackson passed through Salem, White 
Plains, and Warreuton, probably on his way 
to join Lee. No enemy is in sight from Aldie, 
Thoroughfare Gap, Bristow, aud the interven- 
ing country. 

New York, Nov. 29. 

Advices from Port Royal give an account of 
an expedition by the colored regiment lo Po- 
boy Sound. The negroes behaved very conk} 
mendably. The expedition brought back 2utl,- 
000 feet of sawed lumber. Three of the ne- 
groes were wounded. 

It was rumored that Beauregard has pro- 
nounced Charleston Indefensible, and the in- 
habitants are moving the property from the 
city. 

Washinc.ton, Nov. 29. 

Tho Commissioner of Internal Revenue has 
given notice that the tax stamps for telegrams 
nre ready for delivery, and that the senders of 
messages will he required on and after Mon- 
day, December 1st, to place a stamp on each 
telegram and cancel it with the date and ini- 
tials of the writer. 

The Telegraph Companies throughout the 
country will require compliance wilh the law 
on and after Monday next. 

New York, Nov. 29. 

A letter from Norfolk, Virginia, dated the 
2tdh, says, yesterday Colonel Dodge nnd two 
battalions of his mounted rifies and one how- 
itzer bad a spirited but brief engagement with 
the enemy on the Blatkwater. 

Having no orders to cro-s, he could not pars 
sue his advantages, and after driving the ene- 
my back from the river returned to his post. 

The only serious casualties on our side was 
the severely wouuding of private Jones, be- 
longing to the battery. 

The enemy's fire was very heavy, aud their 
force in the opposite woods and behind their 
entrenchments, strong, but they bad no artil- 
lery at first, and our grape and cannfster trou- 
bled them. 

They evidently lost several men, for they 
fought undercover and had dense forest in their 
rear. After we had left lour or five miles on 
our return we could hear the tiring of a bat- 
tery which they had probabiy brought down 
from lvery, where they have a heavy force 
stationed. 

New York, Nov. 29.

6^"The writer of the letter below goes off 
at half-cock. We said if the statements of 
the Democrat's correspondent were true, Col- 
onel Kneflcr was "no bctlcr than a common 
thief;" und we* say so now.

In the Democrat of Sunday, 2.'td inst., np- 
peared an anonymous letter, detailing the wav 
in which the writer lost some of his slavesj 
upon the strength of this it parte statement, 
writtcu by theintero ted party, and put forth 
anonymously, you proceed to render a snap- 
judgment, and it ithout giving the accused. 
Col. Knefler, a chance to put iu a plea of nut 
ftultg, you at once denounce him as "no better 
than a common thief. ' 

The m in thus denounced by you has been 
known lor vears to large numbers of his fel- 
low-citizens of Indiana, many of them men 
of the drst standing anid of national reputa- 
tion, as a man of unblemished character, un- 
tarnished reputation, and strictest honor. 

The man whom you denounce "no better 
than a common thief, ' left, at the very out- 
break of the war, a happy home, a loving 
wile, a [laying business aud Mattering pros- 
pects, lo devote his life and energies to the de- 
fence of the government he had sworn to sup- 
port and maintain. 

The man denounced by you as "no better 
than a common thief bore a distinguished 
part in the first engagement of the war Ibal 
resulted favorably to the Federal arms, lie 
was with the gallant Lew. Wallace at Uom- 
ney ; he was with him at Donelson and Shi- 
loli, and bore himself in such a manner as lo 
receive honorable mention ami the special 
thanks of that distinguished General in his 
official reports. 

The man denounced by you as "no better 
than a common thief "' left unhesitatingly the 
permanent position of Major in fhc regular 
iii in v old member of the general staff lo assume 
command of 1,000 brave men, who had chosen 
him by acclamation to lead them to battle. 
While the barrooms and hotels of Louisville 
win- overflowing with shoulder strappers, dis- 
cussing mint juleps and pontics, at a time 
when the emergencies of the situation required 
the utmost exertions of every officer to fit and 
prepare the men under his command for the 
impending struggle, this much abused Col 
Knefler was in camp, working unceasingly^ 
untiringly, faithfully, and working well. He 
converted bravo men into soldiers iu a very 
short space of time, and his regiment was 
placed by Gen. Crittenden in the advance of 
the columns which drove Bragg and his rebel 
crew out of the Stale. 

Without making the least attempt to prove 
that he was cognizant of the fact that certain 
negroes were slavc3 at the time they entered 
his lines; without a shadow of evidence that 
said slaves were enticed by him, or employed 
as servants for his own convenience, an olucer 
who has deserved well of his country, is de- 
nounced "no better than a common thief 
because, forsooth, he did not choose, at the 
pertinacious im|iortunities of ft lo him un- 
known man, to nullify an act of Congress, 
violate an article of war, aud disregard the 
emphatic orders of the eoramauder-in-chiet, 
who, in his proclamation of September J'-'d, 
had warned all officers in the military employ 
of the United Stutes not to do what the 
pertinacious claimant required of Col. K. 

Why did the Provost Marshal General, Col. 
Dent, who is especially entrusted wilh the po- 
lice regulations of all the camps in the State, 
and whose business it is to harmonize Federal 
and State laws, and whom uo one will accuse 
of any reluctance to see the laws of Kentucky 
enforced, declare that he had no authority to 
deliver the fugitives to the claimant .' If Col. 
Dent hesitates to construe the law in favor of 
the owner, why condemn a man who has nev- 
er lived in a Slave State, and who has only 
heard of the commou law of the civilizod 
world, "that a man is presumed to be free, un- 
less the contrary is proeen?" 

1 will not attempt to justify the insulting 
language and behavior of Col. K. He may 
have had sufficient provocation or may have 
acted inexcusably. This part of the story has 
probably two sides as well a3 the rest of it. 
Gentlemen settle such diflereuces usually face 
to face, not by newspaper stabs, while one 
party is hundreds of miles away, defending 
the national fhig, and unable to defend him- 
self; but if spared by a merciful Providence 
to his family nnd friends, Col. K. will return 
in due time, nnd his slanderers may then dis- 
cover that abusing a mau at a good distance 
may be safe and brilliant strategy, mit that 
under certain circumstances "it won't pay."

Distressing Cascaltv — Three Brothers 
Blried Alive. — tin Friday morning last, 
three sons of Mr. Jonathan Suieigh, of Wind- 
sor township, York county, Penn., came to 
their death under the following painful air- 
cumstauces: It appears that some time dur' 
the forenoon of that day tiiey came to the 
house for a mattock to dig out a rabbit that 
had taken shelter from the dog pursuing it 
under the roots of a large tree that hail been 
felled by ft late storm. The trunk of the tree 
was cut oil' the usual distance from the roots, 
leaving au ordinary length of stump, but very 
heavy, as the tree had been a large one 

The three lads, the oldest about 15 or 16 
years of age, commenced to dig under the up- 
turned roots, to which was attached a large 
quantity of soil, and, from some cause or oth- 
er, the whole mass turned over to its former 
place, burying the unfortuatc children alive. 
At noon tile father came home, inquired after 
all fhree of them nnd was informed of the 
mission they bid gone on. Not return tag, 
however, until after the usual dinner hour, h 
became uneasy aud went in pursuit of them 

As he came to the scene of the disaster, he 
saw the faithful dog lying near, ami fhe up- 
righted stump, together with the demonstra 
lions of the animal, at once made him realize 
the sad fate of his only three sons, as he dis- 
covered one of their feet projecting from the 
ground. In au almost frantic condition lie was 
obliged to go some distance to several neighbors 
for assistance to resurrect the unfortunate vie 
liins, which was accomplished near nightfall 
— but, stall what a scene presented itsell— the 
mangled and dead bodies of three loving and 
beloved sons, who, a few hours before, in all 
the buoyancy of youth and health, were cu 
gaged in one of the moslexcitiog and pleasing 
sports of ihe school boy, when the grim and 
unwelcome messenger of Death so ruthlessly 
overtook them.
